These members of the Coalition had 
been told that Mr. Lloyd George's policy 
was centripetal; they know now that it 
is centrifugal. If the Bill is forced 
on the South, the South will protest 
by making itself ungovernable, and will 
justify the Northern State’s self-chosen 
isolation in the eyes of all men. 
Southern Unionists protest because, as 
Irishmen, they loathe the ruin and dis- 
honour of partition, and because, as 
British citizens, the Bill deprives them of 
the right to live peacefully and to prosper 


victims of Southern anarchy. The Bill 
disfranchises them—even the slender safe- 
guard of proportional representation is 
accorded only for three years—and puts 
their lives and property at the mercy of 
men whose hatred of all things British 
will be intensified by the insult of per- 
manent partition. The whole record of 
British politics affords no precedent for 
this contemplated betrayal. There are two 
sorts of debts—debts aí formal contract 
and debts of honour—and upright men re- 
gatd them as equally sacred. The Govern- 
ment gave a formal pledge to North-East 
Ulster, and has fulfilled it with scrupulous 
fidelity. It acted rightly, but by what 
right does it repudiate its not less sacred 
debt of honour to the Southern Unionists? 
They have been true and valiant subjects 
of the British Crown, ever loyal in its 
hours of d r and distress. They are, 
as the Provost said yesterday, the only 
party in Tteland which always has obeyed 
the law and never has threatened to re- 
sort to arms in support of its political 
claims. Their reward, it seems, is to be 
this Bill which, on the Prime Minister's 
own showing, is vacant of every safeguard 
that he held to be indispensable at the 
time of the Irish Convention, 

We have not been supplied with a full 
report of the proceedings at yesterday's 
meeting; but our summary states that 
the speakers made no direct proposals. 
What proposals could they make? The 
Southern Unionists are still Unionists: 
nothing has happened in recent years to 
shake their faith in the Legislative Union 
as the best form of government for Ireland. 
Tf, however, the Union is dead, through 
no default of theirs, and since the Ulster 
Unionists havé left them to their own re- 
sources, they may and must demand two 
things. The first is that no act of the 
Imperial Parliament shall involve them 
in a common ruin with the rest of Ireland . 
the other, that any settlement shall safe- 
guard their interests as a political 
minority. The present Bill satisfies 
neither demand. It offers not peace, but 
a sword—whether of revolution or of re- 
conquest-—-to the whole country. It offers 
no safeguards to Southern Unionists, and, 
by its very nature, is incapable of offering 
them. In the first place, the prospect of 
any substantial amendment of the Bill in 
the Committee stage is almost negligible. 
Such amendments, if they are to be really 
effective, must weaken the Bill's water- 
tight character as a partition bill—must 
provide for some genuine interaction ab 
initio between the Northern and Southern 
States. It is quite certain that Sir Edward 
Carson and his colleagues, who are bent 
upon absolute partition, would reject such 
amendments, and that the Government's 
insistence upon them would be fatal to the 
Bill. In the next place, even if such 
amendments were adopted on paper, they 
would be worth just their paper value and 
nothing mora Nationalist Ireland detests 
the Bill, and, if it is enforced, not a 
single constitutional Nationalist will be 
left in the country. A community entirely

We do not believe that Germany will 
follow the example of Russia. The average 


German workman is a shrewd fellow, well 


educated, and has none of the vices of 
the visionary; but he is very desperate 
at present. Moreover, there is every possi- 
bility that the Russians may take a hand 


in the game, and in this possibility the 


Allies have a very real interest. So long 
as the terms of the Peace Treaty are ful- 
filled it is immaterial to France and Great 
Britain whether Bauer or Hoffman fulfils 
them. The intervention of Soviet Russia, 
however, would put a totally different 
complexion on affairs. Poland is a 
creature oí the Allies, and its position 
between two “ Red” republics would be 
absolutely untenable. Communication be- 
tween Russia and Germany can be estab- 
lished only via Poland, and already there 
is talk of a°“ corridor” through that 
much afflicted little country. The Allies 
must protect Poland and save it from the 
horrors of a Bolshevist invasion. There is 
only one way in which it can be saved. 
One of the principal clauses of the Peace 
Treaty orders the disarmament of Ger- 
many. Without arms and ammunition 
even “Red ' armies cannot fight. Clearly, 
this clause has been violated by the Ger- 
mans. The “ Red” troops in Westphalia 
seem to have any amount of weapons of 
war. Fighting en gros is taking place in 
widely separated districts of the Father- 
land. Guns, Minenwerfer, aeroplanes, 
and machine-guns are in action, while the 
conflicting armies seem to have rifles 
galore. The main centre of disturbance 
is within a stones throw of Cologne. 
Within twenty-four hours the Allies could 
occupy virtually the whole Ruhr region. 
We do not think that such an occupation 
would be wise at present, but a timely 
reminder would not be out of place. 
Western Europe will not tolerate Bol- 
shevism in its backyard. If that fact is 
impressed upon the Germans, they will 
quickly change their tactics. At present 
we believe that they are only playing with 
Bolshevism ; but it is a dangerous play- 
thing, as the Germans will quickly dis- 
cover if they persist. Te apply the 
blockade would be madness. The Allies’ 
wisest course undoubtedly is to inform the 
German people that they must lay down 
their arms. If they refuse, they will be 
compelled to fulfil their promise. Then, 
obviously, the Ebert Government ás dis- 
credited ; a Constituent Assembly should 
be called without delay. The situation is 
fraught with terrible danger, but wise 
action by the Allies can save Germany and 
Europe. There is no doubt that a Bol- 
shevist Germany would lead inevitabiy to

The Miners’ Threat.

A Times telegram from Trieste on Tuesday 
says:—Lord Milner started for London this 
morning by the Orient express. The same 
steamer that brought him to Trieste disem- 
barked 150 Egyptian Effendis, who left Egypt 
ostensibly for Trieste, but, on arriving here, ap- 
plied to the British Consul-General to vise their 
passports for Vienna. Suspecting that their 
ultimate destination was Berlin, the Consulate 
refused to grant the vise until he had referred 
the matter to the British Mission at Vienna, 
whose reply will decide whether they will con- 
tinue their journey or have to return whence 
they came. These people all seem well provided 
with cash, and are smartly dressed, their 
swarthy skins and tall red tarbooshes attracting 
much attention. They are jaunty and self- 
confident in their demeanour, and political agi- 
tation is written in every line ef their well- 
groomed persons.
